Mr. Roosevelt’s message was sent | 


on occasion of the Baltic Republic's 
22nd anniversary of its independ- 
ence from Russia whose armies now 
are attempting to invade Finland. 
ITALY SENDS PLANES 


HELSINKI, (W)—Finns, although 
cheered by the reported arrival of 
50 to 60 Italian airplanes to add 
strength to their air force, feared 
danger from another quarter 
day when it was reported that Rus- 
sia would call on Esthonia for 
greater military cooperation in the 
Soviet campaign against Finland. 

RUSSIAN ADVANCE 


LONDON, (IP) — Russian troops 
have advanced to the outskirts of 
Finland’s famous Mannerheim line 
inside the Karelian frontier with 
the Soviet Union, the Finnish le- 


gation announced today. The Rus- | 
sians advanced 11 miles during the} 


fighting on the Karelian isthmus, 
the announcement said. 
SECRET SESSION 

LONDON, ‘U? — Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain is preparing for 
a secret session of the house of 
commons Dec. 13 for discussion of 
vital questions of war supply, it was 
understood today.

While Finland braced itself for a 
major Soviet offensive in the north, 
new handwriting on the wall ap- 
peared today in a Moscow sugges- 
tion that Rumania conclude a mu- 
tual aid pact with the Russians. 

In view of Italy’s proclaimed de- 
termination to keep Soviet influ- 
ence out of the Balkans and report- 
ed Italian aerial assistance to the 
Finns tremendous importance was 
attached to an article in the ‘“Com- 
munist International” of Moscow, 
official organ of the Communist in- 
ternational organization. It proposed 
that Rumania negotiate pacts sim- 
ilar to those which Russia forced on 
Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania and 
which she sought to impose on Fin- 
land. 

Because of the source of the Rus- 
sian suggestion it was regarded as 
a strong hint of immediate Russian 
police toward Rumania.

With more than 300,000 postal as- 


sessment notices to commercial op- 
erators in the mails this week, de- 
partment of motor vehicles was one 
month ahead of schedule in prepar- 
ation for 1940 renewal of licenses. 


The commercial cards have been 
released a month in advance of 
pleasure car notices to comply with 
instructions from Gov.

Philbrick, director of motor vehicles 
requests owners of five or more 
commercial-type cars to immedi- 
ately deliver registration cards and 
postal notices, together with a list 
in duplicate of vehicles to be re- 
registered to the local Highway Pa- 
trol office in Placerville for ad- 
vance rating and correction of pos- 
sible errors. 

On receipt of the items Captain 
EK. A. Brewster, in charge of the lo- 
cal office, will check all details ne- 
cessary for re-registration, advise 
owners total amounts due and when 
to call for 1940 plates. Receipt of 
the cards will be acknowledged on 
the duplicate list. 

Philbrick announces that neces- 
sity for display of commercial type 
registration cards by vehicle owners 
will be waived during the period 


cards are held by local offices of the 
department. 

“Co-operation locally,” said Cap- 
tain Brewster, “will assure owners 
of a thorough check against pos- 
sible errors in weights and classi- 
fication in addition to speeding up 
and simplifying issuance of plates 
for commercial vehicles in Janu- 
ary.” 

Individual commercial-type ve- 
hicle operators are requested to hold 
their postal notices until renewal 
period begins, January 2.
